Terrace and Vargas Road), City of Fremont, Alameda County, CA

Project Description: The project involves the permanent closure of an approximately 0.8-mile stretch of middle Morrison
Canyon Road to private motor vehicles by the City of Fremont. The closure would be implemented through the installation of
five to ten flexible plastic barricades with a hinged base. These barricades would be installed immediately east of the
intersection of Morrison Canyon Road and Ridge Terrace and immediately west of the intersection of Morrison Canyon Road
and Vargas Road. Pedestrians and cyclists would be able to bypass the barricades and utilize the closed roadway segment.
Private motor vehicles and emergency responders would have continued vehicular access to the closed roadway segment during
emergencies; most standard automobiles can drive over the flexible barricades, and would be permitted to do so in emergency
scenarios. To support the roadway closure, the City would also install warning signage with solar-powered lights. All project
components would be installed within the roadway or right-of-way.
